Peculiai-ly applicable to tho situation 
is the above quotation from Holy Writ. 
Slightly changing tho context we'might 
further add : Go ye to the mines and 
seek for ffold, even [iiic i^oUl — for it 
" ' aboundetb in the bar.s and benclies of 
Frasor Kiver." Stealthily and surely 
"'^'"the Chinese are permanently locating 
and possessing themselves of the avail- 
able diggings on the Frasor ; and soon 
it'Svill be impossible for white men to 
^?,<'obtain,a foothold for claims, or an inch 
q S 'of -n-ator with which to wash the pay- 
dirt. A fact, startling and significant, 
• stares Columbians" in tlio face to-day — 
the Chinese are acquiring rights by law 
which never be taken away from 
them to the richest bench, bar and hill 
diggings in British Columbia. Without 
stopping to reniai-k upon the great evil 
whioh such an abandonment of aurifer- 
ous territory must entail upon tho set- 
tlers who como here seeking homes wo 
intend if possible to direct a policy 
which, collated from actual data, may 
in a measure avert tho impending cal- 
n #f <ansity and preserve at least a portion of 
I 'the valuable mining ground and a 
* moiety of the available and unreconkd 
water privileges for tho white popula- 
tion, rt has been well e.stablished that 
largely reriiunorative and even rich 
gold«placers exist along tho banks of 
Ffaser Eiver and on the bars and flats 
adjacent thereto for a distance of over 
300 miles. Many of these wore tested 
■ and proven numy years ago ; but 
Z- . could not be iirofitably worked at the 
time for the following reasons: During 
^. ^the^-^sh of '58 the miners labored 
''"^imfler' many serious difficulties in a 
■ wild and untravelled country destitute 
of provisions. Wo quote from a news- 
paper called the Victoria Gazelle of 
Sept. 20th, 1858, tho prices then cur- 
rent at Yale: Flour 10 per 100 lbs.; 
pork 37i cents per lb.; bacon -10 @ 15 
J. cents; , beans 6 cents; fresh beef r>0 
".">*V cents and so on. The cost of landing 
goods from Victoria at Hope was 
per ton, and from Hope to Yale the 
freight charge was i?30 — in all §70 per 
ton, and ten per cent, duty on Victoria 
cost. Of course those prices seem mo- 
, derate_when we compare them with the 
" "Cariboo quotations of four years later ; 
" but it must be remembered that there 
i3 '''' was a compensating difl'erence in the va- 
-3".' lue of the diggings in favor of Cariboo. 
Freight from Victoria to Yale (18G1) 
, was §20 per ton by steamer; Yale to 
Lytton by canoe, ^\Q0 per ton; ditto 
by pack trains (tnucli safer) 7 cents per 
ft),; Lytton to Fork.i of Qucsnel, 20 
cents per lb.; Forks of Quesnel to An- 
tler Creek, 18 to 25 cents per lb.; Ant- 
ler to William Creek, .*20 cents. From 
fia)Jthese,.quotations we can reasonably in- 
f6V' that the pioneers had not much op- 
portunity to prospect on their way into 
.■ the mines, and tho subsequent reaction 
almost depopulated the country. On 
the banks of one of tho most beautiful 
and romantic rivers in the world, on 
the heavily timbered flats which now 
cover the old water course, on the 
newly-formed bars and benches, ex- 
tending from the estuaries on the Coast 
to tho foot of tho Eocky ]\Iountains, 
' ■. there is room for thousands and thou- 
*^ sands of men in places whore perhaps 
" fortunes await at least some and fair 
^ ,1 remuneration all. Then why loiter 
around tho cities instead of breathing 
the pure and bracing air of the moun- 
tains ] Why let the Chinese quietly 
and stealthily gather the golden harvest 
and take it away to their own land 1 
In another article wo shall give a do- 
scription of localities that were explor- 
ed as early as 1859, and publish the 
results as given in The Colonist at the 
time by our own con-espondent at the 
mines.

COJJPARISON BETWEEN AN OLD EASTERN 
OREGON AND AN OLDER M.^jflTOUAN 
FAR3I. i . . 

The old Luciej: hointffltea4 n6a5^£'hapttT 
poeg, Marion "Counft^' Oregon, is in 

the Oregonian ju.stly boasted of as "a 
historical farm," the first cultivated in 
tho Walamet valley, cropped succcss- 
fully every year but one, and this sea- 
son (79) producing 25 bushels of 
wheat to the acre. This tells Avell for 
the lasting fertility of tho Wnhimot, 
where there are many farms as good 
as that one. Its first cultivator, Bon- 
hoinme Eticnno Lucier, an industriou"! 
French Canadian, M-ho must have set- 
tled near Cliainpoeg some forty-fivo 
years.ago, did .not annually throw his 
manure info the i-iv'er, but carefully 
spread it on tiie land as, no doubt, lias 
been the practice of his successor, M r. 
Cherlmrd. A parallel case to this, Mr. 
Editor, can bo given from Manitoba, 
only that the Winnipeg farm indicates 
greater and still more enduring fertility 
than tho Oregon one and that under 
much inferior cultivation; for it was 
nearly an invariable custom with the 
earlier settlers of Manitoba to pilch 
their barnyard manure into tho river. 
In evidence, April 1879, before the 
Select Standing Committee of the 
Dominion House of Commons on Im- 
migration and Colonization, a Mr. 
Loucks of iSfanitoba, at page G3 of this 
Committee's report, avers as follows; 
Ho purchased a farm seven miles fi-oin 
the city of Winnipeg and on the banks 
of Red River. The farm had been 
the residence of Mr. Monkman for 70 
years, and "52 crops of wheat had boon 
"taken from it without any means of 
keeping up the quality of tho .soil." 
and he (Loucks) "was cognisant of tho 
fact that they turned tho barn manure 
into the river." In 187 G Mr. Loucks 
had ofl' this land a crop of 26 bushels 
of wheat, 51 of oats, and 10 of pease, 
and of potatoes "an immense crop." In 
1877 ho "planted 10 bushels of pota 
toes and got 352 bushels" that year oil' 
the natural .soil; his mangolds were 
"immensely, large" — carrots, turnips, 
blood beets ana celery "very large." 
His wheat was better in 1877 and 
some heads of it sent to Montreal were 
reported in the Wilness as "immense. " 
Three kinds of Indian corn (maize) 
iukun by lili-. LuUcks fiOiii Giitiino 
yielded and ripened woU on his Man- 
itoban farm. 

So much for a comparison between 
an old farm on the banks of the Wala- 
met, Oregon, U.S.A., and a much older 
and worse managed one bordering Red 
River, Manitoba, B.N.A. If the "his- 
torical Lucier farm" can be matched by 
tens of thousand others iu Oregon, so 
for fertility can the Monkman or 
Louck's farm in INlanitoba be by many 
hundreds of thousands of homesteads 
opened and yet to be opened in tho 
great Northwest of Canada. Tho mil- 
lions of acres of fertile unoccupied land 
in British North America to-day olTer 
to the emigrant from over-peopled Eu- 
rope attractions not to be equalled else- 
where on the globe if salubrity of cli- 
mate, ease of access to markets iu the 
future, excellence of the public schools, 
and the police systems, tho general sta- 
bility of things, and other advantages 
are taken into account. 

MORE COMPARISONS. 

Subjoinrd are statements, some con- 
densed and others verbatim, from a 
leader (25th July, 1879,) in the Toron- 
to ]VecMy Jfail on iNIr. Vernon Smith's 
recent article in the Nineteenth Century 
on "England's New Northwest." The 
yield is given of Mr. Dalrymple's great 
farm in Minnesota in 1877, as 25 bush- 
els wheat to the acre off 8000 acres. 
With f his is contrasted the return, tho 
same yoar, along 27 miles bordering the 
Assiniboine River, IManitoba, of 
•100,000 bushels wheat, averaging con- 
siderably over 30 bushels to the acre: 

WESTWARD no ! 

" In tho northwestern provinces of Ca- 
nada wheat often produces 40 and 50 
bualiels to tho acre, while in South Min- 
nesota 20 bushels is the average crop, in 
Wiaoonsin only 14, in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio 15. Tho fact established by cliinato- 
logists, that tho cultivated plants yield 
the greatest products near the northern- 
most limit at which they grow, is fully 
illustrated in tho productions of tho Cana- 
dian territories, and the returns from 
Priiicu Albert and other now aettlomonts 
on tho Saskatchewan show a yield of 40 
bualiela uf spring wlieat to tho aero, aver- 
aging 03 pounds to the bushel, whilst one 
oxooptional field showod 68 pounds to tho 
buahcl, and another lot of 2,000 bushels 
weighed 66 pounds, producixig respective- 
ly 40 and 42i pounds of dressed flour to 
tlio bushel of wheat."

" Whatever bo tho cause, the ascertain- 
ed results in this new Northwest sRom to 
prove that its soil posseBses unusually 
prolific powers. In 1877 carefully prc- 
p.^rcd reports were made by thirty-four 
difTorent sottloments, and although les.=ion- 
ed in many case.'} by circumstances local 
and o:<coptional— as, for instance, a sorioa 
of very heavy rain-storms which caught 
tho wlicat just as it was ripening— the 
yields per aero wore : Of wheat, from 25 
to 35 bushels, with an average of 32^ ; 
barley, from 40 to CO, average 42i ; oats, 
40 to CO, average 51 ; pe.is averaged 32^, 
potatoes 229 and turnips 002 bushels per 
acre. Individual cases were onuineratod 
of 100 bushels oats per acre, barley as 
liigh as GO bushels, and weighing from 50 
to 55 pounds per bushel. Potatoes havo 
yielded as high as GOO bushels to tho aero, 
and of a quality unsurpassed, as arc all 
tho root crops. Turnips havo yielded 
1,000 bushels to tho aero; 700 being com- 
mon, wliilst cabbage, cauliflower and cele- 
ry grow to an enormous size and of excel- 
lent quality "and flavour."

Ill accordanco witli a resolution ndoptod 
lit a- meeting of tho City Council on 
Wodnosdiiy hist a public nieoting of rate- 
payers was hold at tho City Hall last even- 
ing to take into conaidoration the oxpon- 
diturt) of itiu sum of $-i,50u standing on 
tlio estimates for tho current year as an 
appropriation for tho city. 

On motion of Senator Macdonald His 
WoMhip Miiyor Turner took tho cliair, 
and Coun. Romo was appointed Secretary. 

His Worship stated that the nieoting 
was not intended as u domoii.stration of 
lioatility to tlio Local Governniont; but 
tho Council thought that tlio 500 should 
be expended in a proper manner within 
tho city limits and asked the ratepayers 
to support them in that view. Should the 
vote bo spent for that purpose or be nllow- 
ed to lapse ? That was tho question. He 
called on Coun. McLoan, who had moved 
the resolution in the Council, to explain 
his views on the subject 

Councillor McLoan s?jil : I wish that 
tho Mayor had called on some other mem- 
ber of tho Council who would have boon 
better qualified to explain his opinions 
and views regarding tlio Jj t.uOO. However, 
as the duty has been put ujion mo I will 
endeavor to explain in as few words as 
possible. I suppose the reason that I 
have been called on is that T happened to 
be tho first to bring tho matter up in tlio 
Council and tho only and sole object I 
had in view was that 1 considered it to bo 
my duty to guard tho interest of tlie city, 
and especially when a sum of money was 
appropriated for tho city district to boo 
that it is expended accordingly. All sorts 
of motives have been imputed to the Ooun- 
eil for tho stand thoy have taken in tho 
matter, but there is only one that I will 
notice. It is said by .some tliat our ob- 
ject is to injure tho Government and be- 
fore proceeding further I should like to 
state, and to be distinctly understood, 
that while pressing the Govemmont for 
the city rights, I have boon, and still am 
ft supporter of the Walkem Government, 
and I am confident, as far as the Ministiy 
•• is concerned, that tliey ai'c individually 
anxious to deal ju.itly tn tlio city, and I 
am confident that we cnuld not liavo a 
better representative than Mr. Beaven. 
He hoa always discharged his duty faith- 
fidly and well. In all our interviews with 
the Governniont there wiis a willingness 
on their part that tho money should bo 
spent as voted. We ouglit to feel jiroud 
of our representatives that wo iiavo elect- 
ed to look after our interesta— especially 
thoue.who manifested such zeal in getting 
a sum placed on the estimates, the first of 
tho kind that lias been done. But why 
did thoy not continuo the good work that 
they HO ablj' coniiiiencod / Did their re- 
sponsibility ond in getting tlio money on 
tho estimates? In every other district 
when an appropriation is made the mem- 
bers decide at once and commence work 
in tho district, with a two-fold object in 
view, to improve the dietriot and to pro- 
cure labor for the unemployed. Tho princi- 
ple that your representatives have adopted 
is, they will neither improve the city 
- nor give employment to the , idle men 
ivalking our strcots and willing to work. 
No; rather cheat the city out of its du»s 
— lock the money u]), nr give it away to 
something else, if it cannot Lo spent in a 
manner that our private property will got 
the lion's sliare of tho iinprovenient. 
And if you let them succeed, they will 
chuckle at their good luck and laugh at 
your ainiplicity. Tho summer is:past, tho 
harvest is ended, and Johnson-street 
bridge has gone up in a balloon, and 
when the City Council brought them to 
task, we were told nt that interview that 
1 jro only belonged to a concern of one 
" . year's standing, atid wo did not under- 
stand the, point. J. suppose it was tho 
selfish point wo dia not understand. We 
ought to compel them to spend every 
dollar of tho appropriation and not one 
cent on Johnson-street bridge. Now, I 
-s appeal to you. Think of the position — 
' ". " men in our streets willing to work and 
the money in the Treasury, and you come 
this night, as it were, cap in hand, to ask 
yoiir representatives — men whom you 
elected to protect your interests — asking 
them for what ?— justice. It is my opinion 
the greatest curse of tiio present d.ay is 
that cunning misrepresentation and ael- 
-JBsli motives which too often govern and 
control men's opinions, either for the love 
of gain or popularity., You will find that 
spirit to a largo extent among politicians ; 
"you will find it among business men. 
Yes, and in my exporicnco I have found 
it among those tliat preach tho doctrines 
of truili and love at tho top of theiir 
voice and the next day, with a smile on 
their countenance that would mako a 
lamp-post smile, bo guilty of miserable, 
moan deception and deceit that tho lowest 



drunkard that walks our streets in tho 
darkness of tho night wtiuld not debase 
or degrade his manhood or the nobler 
part of his being by doing tho like. 
Gentlemen, it is easier to preach than 
practice. .There,, is ,a: mist hanging over 
.thM;?i,Kj0,tfm4^.j!^i'P^fe will bo 

torn off 'it ' to-night -'atad exposed In its 
native n.akodness and weakness, for it lias 
been hatched and cradled in tlie bosom of 
misrepresentation ar.d deceit, with a sol- 
fisliness to spend public money to im- 
prove private property, which is the 
meanest kind of political perjury. 
[TheAIajor calledCoun. MdLeau to order. 1 
Councillor Williams said that ho would 
agree to spend the §4500 on another wing 
to tho City Hall, or on some public thing 
that could remain and be soon. Perhaps 
ho would like to erect a-brnnze monument 
to himself and hia colleagues to commem- 
orate Ihein far the self-sacrificing manner 
thoy have discharged their duties to tlieir 
constituents since they became public 
men. ( ieiitloiiioii, if you look after your 
own interests you will have 1500, not 
given in a beggarly spirit, but demand it 
as a right. The Gnvcrnnient .said in 
their last communication that if tho m(Mn- 
bers and the Council agreed how to spend 
tho nioney it .would receive every consid- 
eration. 

Tho jVIayor again called Mr. McLean to 
order. Ho was wandering from the subject. 

Coun. INIcLeaii continued .at .some 
Icngtii to allude to tlio action of tlie city 
monibers and .said he would .suggest that 
a bronze moauuient be erected to Coun. 
Williams and his colleagues. . 

His Worsliip-rl must call'you to'ordor. 
Wo are hero for a very simple purpose 
thi.s ovoning. 

Coun. McLoan -I know it. \Vu are 
hero to know why our city momber.s ob- 
jected to tho i)roper expondituro of the 
S4'50O placed on the estimates last session. 
I will move the following resolution: 

Resolved — Tliat this meeting recom- 
mends the City meinber.i to act in concert 
with the City Council to secure the ex- 
penditure on streets and bridges within 
tho city di.strict of tho remaining iiortion 
of tho sum of .S-1500 .standing on the esti- 
mates for the current year for that pur- 
pose. 

Coun. Tlionison said ho would with 
pleasure second tlio resolution just moved. 
The correspondence whicii had taken 
place between tho Council and tho Gov- 
ernment — without going into details — 
concluded with tho remark that tho Oov- 
ernmont was willing to adopt any agree- 
ment as to tho expondituro of the $1500 
come to between the Council and tlio City 
membora. lie would asl; why the money 
appropriated should not be exijondcd dur- 
ing till present year? It had lioen voted 
for bridges and streets; but tho Council 
h!\f1 nlroftHy rnpairod thn bvidgns. n.n<] lir> 
woldd theretoro suggest that it be devot- 
ed to tho repair of streets. Ho did hot. 
think the Council should be placed in the 
position of having to ask for the expendi- 
ture of the money. He thought thoy 
ought to bo ablo to stato that the, money 
had been voted and that it was due to tlie 
district that it should be expended. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Bcavon, M. P. P., said that the 
government was desirous that tho money 
placed in the estimates should be expend- 
ed this year. Already the sum of S800 
had boon spent on the approaches to the 
public school and in his opi.".ion tho road 
loading to the Royal Hospital should bo 
properly graded and gravelled. (Hear, 
hoar.) There woi'e some, however, who 
thought that a bridge should be construct- 
ed at tho foot of Johnson street. (No, no.) 
If this bridge were constructed it would 
be nccosaary to build a road tlirough tho 
Indian resorvo which would be entirely 
out of thn district and before tho bridge 
could be built tho permission of the 
Dominion Government would have to be 
obtained to place it over tho tidal waters 
of the harbor. Further than this a-num- 
erously"signed petition was sent in praj'- 
ing that steps be taken to prevent the 
building of tlio bridge. The proper 
method, however, of devising means for 
the construction of tho bridoo would bo 
by the introduction of a private bill, which 
would aflbrd citizens interested in the 
matter an opportunity of appearing before 
the Private Bills Committee and urging 
their objections to the proposed struc- 
ture. The honorable gentleman then 
proceeded to state that tho Dominion 
Goveriiment had consented to contribute 
the dock money to tho Province without 
charging it to principal or interest account. 
He would also assert that it had recently 
come to his knowledge that the Govern- 
ment of Queoiisland liad imposed a direct 
tax on the Chinese residents of that 
colony, and that tho British Government 
had given 'ita< assent to tlie enactuient. 
[A voice — " That's old."] 

Mr. Wilson, M. P. P.,, next took the 
stand. He objected to the manner in 
which the meeting had been called, hut 
stated that tho city members were fully 
prepared to moot tlicir constituents, as 
they had secured for them iiiaiiy lienefits. 
He held that the statement of Councillur 
McLean with reference to tlie api)ropria- 
tion of the !?4,ri00 was incorrect. There 
was no fear of its lapsing, and when the 
mover and seconder of tho resolution 
said it would lapse if it was not expend- 
ed this year they spoke of a m.-itter of 
which thoy really knew nothing. (Laugh- 
ter.) He supposed that what the meeting 
wanted to know was how tho city mem- 
bora got the appropi'iation and what they 
got it for. (Hear, hear.) In the first 
place ho would utato that tiiere was no 
credit to tho City Counfiil in the nialiur 
for they did not knou- anything about the 
appropriation until thej' saw it on the 
estimates aiidthoii they made a grab for it. 
Taking New Westminster and Yale dis- 
tricts tho people would find that more 
nioney was oxponded in thnse districts 
than was expended on tho wliole [slaiul. 
That was not fair. Vancouver Island 
represented half tho voting strength of 
tho House, and the Island members de- 
manded for the Island one half tho funds 
at tlio diapoaal of tho Government and got 
it. Tlic city members asked for 815,000 
and they didn't got it, for which he wa.s 
sorry. Thero was a discussion between 
the members as to tho propriety of voting 
Victoria city a siini of money. The mem- 
ber for Nannimn, for instance, saitl ho 
could not vote for an appropriation for 
Victoria city unless Nanaimo gut a uh.aro, 
too. So he (Mr. Wilson) thought tho 
matter over and came to the conclusion 
that a swing bridge. at the foot of Johnson 
street would bo the "correct thing." 
(laughtor.-)" ^Tho member for Nanainioj 
Mr. Helgesen, Mr. Williams of Esquinialt 
and Mr. ttlcllmoyl said they would vote 
for the sum if it was spent on a bridge. If 
ho (Jlr. W.) gave his assent to this money 
being spent on tho streets ho would bo 
voting in bad faith with tlie members who 
voted for the" satiii3?!}H%3«duld'tnow toll 
them why he -went in for a bridge. 

Mr. Spratt — Because you've got pro- 
perty there. 

Mr. Wilson denied that he was .actuat- 
ed by selfish motives. He was in favor of 
the .guto Inlet .line, ,y^tjie and hia broth- 
er- owbefliiOOO'acireS'dii'the Burrard Inlet

son street lots before or after you got tho 
promise of tho money for tho bridge? 

Mr. Wilson— If any one will give uie 
what I paid for the lots ho can havo 
them. 

Mr. Spratt— You'd be glad to get rid of 
thorn, 

Mr. Wilson^Tho bridge — 

Tho IMayor said the honorable gentle- 
man had wandered from tho resolution. 
Thoy wore not thero to hear anything 
about the bridge. 

Mr. Williams, JI. J^. 1'. — Yes we are, 
and j'ou hav'n't heard one-half .about it 
yet. 

Mr. Wilson said ho was there by in- 
vitation of the' Council and it .'was not 
right that he should jbe^ ohoppeS off. 
(Hoar, hear.) ' " " 

Tlio Mayor .said there was nothing in 
tho resolution about a swing bridge. 

Ml: Wilson- But Mr. McLean said tho 
swing bridge was "gone up." (Laughter.) 
Ho believed tliat Sir John Macdonald 
would rovorso tlio railw.ay policy of his 
[iredeccssor and would build tho Esqui- 
inalt-Nnnaimo railway. bridge across 
tho harbor would shorten tho distance be- 
tween Esquinialt and Victoria and al- 
though ho was a member of a company 
formed to build a railway from Esquimalt 
to Victoria, lio would prefer that tho 
governiiieiit siiould build that line. Ho 
wanted the Indian-Resorvo thrown open 
for settlement and 1 18 acres of land sold 
to the people at a fair rate. That was 
the view he took of the matter .and the 
Premier also took the samo view. But 
a Spratt of a petition was got up and 
aignod by only 83 voters and 44 non- 
voters. Thero were over 1000 voters in 
tho city. If the bridge ob.structed !iavi- 
gation it could not bo built. But 
swing bridges do not obstruct naviga- 
tion. Thoy were common in Canada and 
in the States. Mr. Wilson here road a 
letter from tho Pramier asking him to 
stato on what object he wished tho bal- 
ance 700) of ilio vote of ih.^ House for 
the city ex[ioiule(l. He (.Mr. Wilson) road 
his reply, which in substance .stated that 
a caucus of tho members had decided 
that it should l)o expended on a swing 
bridge, Mr. Heavon assenting, and Mr. 
Wulkem having stated to iMr. Gilbraith, 
Mr. Humphreys and others, that tho 
bridge would be a great publie c uiveni- 
unce ai'd ho iiitendeil to put the money to 
that purpose. [iMr. Wilson here road the 
correspondonco tliat had pa-sseil between 
tlie C ty Council and tho Governniont on 
the subje ct rf tlio S'-l, 500.] Ho claimed that 
the currespondonrj allowed tnai; tho City 
Council, instead > f wishing to get money 
to [lilt men to work on tho atreota at 82 a 
day, iiad already expemletl the aiuuunt 
they wished lo grab. IIo cliargod that 
tlio Council are in want of nionej' — their 
linKiliH.'s nr.i nvnr .^2:^,000^ and "11 tl'.O 
unpaid taxes are oiify fc<2U,000, i3(),000 of 
which will nut bo ji.iid this year. The 
Councillors knew they liad incurred a 
liability and that they would bo tiikeii into 
court at tlie end of the teiin, and they 
wanted to grali tliis money to save them- 
selves. iNu ceiniuittee uf tho Oouncii 
!iad been legally appointed. [A voice — 
'•Cement."] IIo (.Mr. W'llaon) found that 
al'.huugh 700 barrels of cement had been 
used by the city no stalomoiit of it appear- 
ed on the books. 

Coun. Thomson — Tho Govornmcnt 
when applied to were unable to toll us 
what wo owed for cement. ["Oh !" and 
laughter.] 

Mr. Wilson retorted th.it yostorday 
wiien Coun. Thoinsoii heard that ho (Mr. 
W.) hail been iiupiiring about the cost of 
the cement hu trotted over to tho Land 
Ofhce and asked for the bill. Mr. Wilson 
then attacked Coun. McLean in a humor- 
ous manner, alluding to him as the 
' 'gu.shing member." 

The Mayor ruled that tho speaker was 
out of order. Ho had shown great pa- 
tience. [Cries o( "Order,'' "Go on," 
' Chair," et3.] 

Mr. VVilson said he had departed from 
the question with the consent of the Chair- 
nian. He had his own views with ro- 
.ipect to what was good for this jilacu and 
if the pooi)lo difi'erod from his views ho 
could not help it. 

Mr. Drumiiiniid, M, P. P. , was the next 
speaker and stated that he wa.s not in fa- 
vorof the ajipropriation being passed over 
to the City Council. He would, however, 
do his best to liavo it expended during 
the present year. The representatives 
for the city luul fought very hard for the 
uKUiey and lie was in faviu- of its being 
expended in any nianne'r whicli migiit be 
approved of by tho City members and the 
City Council. 

Mr. Williams, .M P. P., said ho could 
inform tho nieetiiig how the bridge ques- 
tion actually sto.'id. He would stato that 
thero iiad been real opposition to the city 
getting a cent, and would furthennoro 
add that, in the first ulacc, tlie Finance 
Minister had placed a sum un tho esti- 
mates in an indefinite shape. He (Mr. 
Williams) objected to this form, and had 
threatened to exposu him in Llio House if 
it was not altered. [Mr. Beaven- -"Tiiat 
is false.] The Fiu.aiice Minister thou 
went into the print ing ollioe ami had tho 
proof of the estimates altered, and he 
(I^lr. Williams) could prove it. He (.Mr. 
Williams) was in favor of li.aving the 
apijropriiit ion e.\peiuled for tho benefit of 
the city. A house was needed for the 
Tiger Engine Company, and a suitable 
structure for an Orphanage instead of the 
present building would prove a groat 
benefit. ITo could not see that the con- 
struction of a bridge would interfere with 
the navigation of tlie harbor. A plan 
had been devised whereby a child could 
work tho bridge, and he believed it 
Would he tho licat thing for Victoria 
if a bridge were built. Alluding to 
work performed by the Council within 
the city limit.s, he said that it had 
all been dune by day work and co'i- 
scqucntly nothing could be shown for it. 
He would nut give a rtip for a bridge un- 
less the torniinus of the railway was at 
Esquimalt. Tho Premier of tho Local 
Government had promised in thepresenije''' 
of Mr, Humphreys and Mr. Galbraith 
that the luddgo should bo built, but there 
was a dug in the miuigor who was opposed 
to Victoria city getting ai-.y thing (laughter.) 
That dog had to gut out pretty noon 
(renewed laughter.) Next session he 
v/ould be ablo to tell the people all about 
the aiipropriatiun and tho schoino for its 
cxpciuliture. 

Mr. J. Spratt, in rcspoiiso to loud 
calls, took the stiuid. Ho said tho bridge 
advocated by some of tho city mombor.'i 
would dvjstroy the navig.Uiuu of tho har- 
bor iind drive the shipping of the port to 
Esquimalt. If the appropriation could not 
bo entrusted with contidence to tho City 
Council the Bounor they were kicked out 
the better (hear.) He thoiiglit it could. 
It was very evident to him that Messrs. 
Wilson and Williams, who had purchased 
property at the foot of Johnson street, 
were anxious to havo tho money expended 
there, so that their properly might ad- 
vance ill v;duc. If there w.as any pilot 
present in tlie meeting ho would like to 
Imve his opinion as to tho eSect tho bridge- 
would havo on tho navigation of the har- 
bor. 

The IMayor said the City Council's aolo 
desire was that the nioney placed on the 



estimates should bo properlj' expended 
during the present year. Ho had not in- 
tended to reply to any remarks made by 
any of the speakers, but he felt bound to 
allude to the statement made by Mr. 
Wilson that tho committees of the Council 
had been illegally appointed. Ho was 
awaro that Sir. Wilson — knowing hinv as 
well as he did — would make this assertion, 
but ho would stato that ho (the Mayor) as 
the representative of the City Council had 
full power to appoint committees. 

Mr. Williams rose to reply and was re- 
ceived with cries of "order." Ho said 
that he defied tho Mayor to show any- 
thing on tho rules of order which gave 
him power to appoint committees. 

The Mayor said that thVcommlttaes had 
alw.ays been appointed in this manner 
and that it was perfectly legal. Ho would 
stato that ho had appointed Coun. Wil- 
liams chairman of the most important 
conimittoo of all — tho Water Worka Com- 
mittee — but that Coun. ^Villiams had re- 
fused to act. His Worship then pro- 
ceeded to put the resolution, which was 
carried. 

Couneilhn- Thnmsoii said that in order 
to give etlect to the resolution juat 
adopted ho would move that tho Mayor 
be requested to appoint a committeo of 
tho City Council to confer with tho city 
members as to the expenditure of tho §4,- 
500 referred to in tho last resolution. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Robertson and carried. 

A vote of thanks was then tendered the 
Chairman and Secretary and tho meoti.ng 
dissolved.

M.S. Penguin; throe men deserted from 
tho ship last Thursday week; their names 
are Thos. Taylor, Jas. McLood an<l Jas. 
Murr.ay. [A document giving a descrip- 
tion of tho deserters w.as hero put in aa 
evidence.] The men loft tho sliij) at tho 
samo time; tho young man in the dock 
does not belong to the Penguin; I fancy 
I havo soon him before, but I won't swear 
to it; a young man came to see Taylor a 
abort time before ho left; I recognize tho 
two photographs produced, one is of Mo 
Lood, tho other of Murr.ay. It is impera- 
tive that after 10 days' absence a man 
shall be declared a deserter ; tlio emblem 
on the cap produced is that worn by tho 
marine corps ; the men's leave commenc- 
ed on tho 10th inst. at C o'clock and last- 
ed for 24 hours ; I know that men belong- 
ing to the navy are not permitted to leave 
tho Province they are in" during leave of 
absence ; men are not allowed out of the 
precincts of tho district thoy may bo in. 

Jim, an Indian, testified that lie saw 
the defenilaiit and a lad named Cl3'do at 
San Juan Island on tho morning of the 
11th inst. shortly after sunrise ; witness 
was fishing and saw Shields and Clyde in 
a canoe ; thoy paddled to tho shore ami 
landed ; there were three men with them 
who had pieces of board for paddles ; thoy 
all came to witnosa' house to get some- 
thing to oat ; one had a scarlet uniform 
[described by last witness] and one had a 
blue shirt uniform ; thoy carried their 
uniforms in bundles ; one of tho marines 
gave witness his caii in p.ayniont for some 
food ; [witness here described tho features 
of thedesortors] askodShielda wliore hogot 
the canoe and '.vhethor ho had stolen it; 
Shields said "No, the canoo came from 
Victoria and ho would return it;" witness 
knew that tho canoo belonged to an In- 
dian living at Mr. Tod's place; Shields 
told witness that tho deserters gave him 
nothing for bringing them across; tlioy 
woro good friends and ho took them for 
nothing; after Shields and Olydo had 
eaten their food thoy loft for Victoria in 
a hurry; witness could not say whore tho 
deserters went, but ho thought ho saw 
thom go into the buah. 

James Huirhead deposed that tho pri- 
soner Shields had worked for him about 
5 or 6 weeks and that ho was absent one 
day — about the 11th inst.; witness had 
no reason to complaui of Shields; he did 
not ask for le.avo of absenco on the day in 
question, but stated that ho was sick. 

Tho case was here postponed for one 
day as His Honor htul to attond a meet- 
ing of the Liquor Licensing Court.

His Honor gave judgment in this case

Tho plaintiff sues tho defendant, Mrs. 
Cook, for money advanced and profeaaion- 
al service rendered to her when ahtf was a 
single woman named Lizzie Annie Mil- 
aom ; and he relies upon the 7th section of 
tho Married Women's Property Act, 1873, 
which says "A husband shall not, by roa- 
8011 of any marriage which shall take 
place after this Act has come into opera- 
tion, bo liable for tho debts of his wife 
contracted before marriage; but his wift 
sImU be liable to be sued therefor, and any 
property belonging to her, for separate 
use, shall bo liable to satisfy such debts, 
as if she continued unmarried." 

Counsel for tho defenco quotes tho caao 
of Darling and another versus Margaret 
Rico, in which tho plaintiffs declare on a 
promissory not© made by Mrs. Rico to 
the order of her son, T. S. Eice, and en- 
dorsed to the plaintiffs; but alio pleads 
that when she made the note she was 
and still is the wife of Thomas "Rico. 
There is, therefore, this material differ- 
once — Mrs. Rico was a married ivoman 
when she made the promissory note, 
whereas Iiizzie Annie Milsom was un- 
married when she entered into the con- 
tract with Mr. Davie. Judgment in 
favor of plaintifl' for .$300.40 with costs.
